based on documents 1 and 2. Document 2 specifically describes a compound equivalent to a 1, 2- 
quinonediazine compound represented by the general formulas (1) and (4). In the invention descnbed 
in document 1, adopting the 1, 2-quinonediazine taught in document 2 would be easy for a party 
Iskilled in the art. 

The invention relating to claim 2 does not appear to involve an inventive step based on 
document 1. An alkali-soluble resin residual monomer is an impurity; therefore, a party skilled m the 
|art could appropriately adjust to lower the amount of such monomer. 

The inventions relating to claims 1-9 do not appear to involve an inventive step based on 

Idocuments 3 and 4. . . . 

Document 3 describes a positive type photosensitive resm composition comprising an alkali- 
soluble resin, which is a copolymer having an unsaturated carboxylic acid derivative and N-substituted 
maleimide as essential ingredients, having a number-average molecular weight of 2,000-20,000; a 1 , 
2-quinonediazide compound represented by the general formulae (1), (3) and (4); and a cyclic 
laliphatic epoxy resin. 

Document 4 describes a crosslinking compound represented by the general tormula (Z). 
In the invention described in document 3, adopting the crosslinking compound taught in 
Idocument 4 would be easy for a party skilled in the art. 

Also, the amount of an alkali-soluble resin residual monomer could be appropriately adjusted 
by a party skilled in the art. 
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
